computer telephony integration, 
intelligent systems, and other advanced 
technologies; 


advanced manufacturing and industrial 
machinery such as factory automation, 
packaging, electronics and others; 


agriculture and agri-food, such as 
processed food, beverages, bakery 
products and primary agricultural 
products; 


* oil and gas equipment and services. 


In addition, five emerging sectors are 
identified where there is already significant 
Canada-Mexico trade: 


* transportation equipment and services; 
* electric-power equipment and services; 
* environmental equipment and services; 


* cultural and educational products and 
services; 


* mining equipment and services. 
Finally, three future growth sectors are: 
* geomatics; 


* medical/pharmaceutical/biotech;
